"Move slow/' they cautioned, and 


order was quickly restored. 


d A. Wngroner, one of the proprietors 


of the theatre, was in the ticket office. 
At the first intimation of a disturb- 
ance he made his way into the theatre, 
cautioning the people to remain cool. 
He made his way down to the side 
exit and superintended affairs there. 


In the meantime the real hero oC 


the night, R. B. Stoddard, the moving 
picture operator, was 
fighting 
the 


flames which 
threatened 
at 
any 


moment to burn him. Heedless of In- 
jury, ' he worked for 
probably two 


minutes in an effort to stamp out the 
nre which was burning a ftlm. The 
picture being shown was "A Man for 
A* That," and the title ntted Stoddar'd. 
It was the second reel, and a short 
circuit of electric current Ignited the 
celluloid. 


Although burned about the hands, 


atcddard attempted to stifle the llames. 
He was alone in the booth, and in the 
midst of highly Inflammable material. 
His efforts were vain. The fire crept 
into the metal ease on the mactiXe 
which holds the film. By that time 
a ftlm on the wall In front of him, and 
just beneath 
the 
small 
apertures 


through which the pictures are pro- 
jected, caught fire. It was the flames 
from this that the audience saw. 


Although burning furiously, 
Stod- 


dard grabbed it with his bare hands 
and threw It into the far corner of the 
booth.

frames of the apparatus in the booth. 
The ceiling above this was slightly 
scorched, but nothing- burned. 


The smoke and flre were carried up 


a galvanized iron pipe to the roof of 
the building. 
They did no damage. 


The only loss was to the films, vame<» 
at approximately $300, and the in- 
terior of the booth, which must be 
repaired. 
The machines are in good
